Congressional Attack on Pentagon Spending Hits B 1 Bomber 


Predicting Big Cost Overrun 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A renewed 
congressional attack on th e Pentagon 
bu dget h as opened with claims th e pro­ 
posed Bl bomber sy stem cou ld cost as 
mu ch as $75 billion and be obsolete by th e 
time it is ready to fly . 
Hou se and Senate critics wh o form 
Members oi Congress for Peace th rou gh 
Law contend th e Bl will be u nable to 
perform its missions, will escalate th e arms 
race, cost billions more th an estimated 
and, finally be ou tgu nned by enemy 
defense sy stems. 
Th e report u rged th e Bl program be 
scrapped and fu rth er research dev oted to a 
fleet of fly ing missile-lau nch ing platforms 
to au gment th e nation’s land-and sea-based 
missiles. 
Su ch a dev ice cou ld fire missiles from 
long range, th e report reasoned, with ou t 
ex posing to h azards of attempting to 
penetrate antiaircraft defenses. 


Sen. George McGov ern, I>S.D . a World 
War II bomber pilot, h eaded th e panel th at 
wrote th e Bl report 
“My own v iew is th at missiles, h av e 
pretty well relegated th e manned bomber 
to a mu seu m piece." McGov ern told a 
news conference Tu esday . 
Anoth er panel member. Rep. Joh n F 
Ciberling, !>Oh io. said it is entirely likely 
th at by th e time a fleet of Bl bombers with 
nu clear capability is ready , a defense 
capable of nu llify ing th e plane also will 
ex ist. 
“Long before any bomber, wh eth er sonic 
or su bsonic, wou ld get ov er a target, u n­ 
dou btedly it wou ld be knocked ou t of th e 
air,” Ciberling said. “Sh ort-range missiles 
and decoy s wou ld prov e inadequ ate to fool 
th e enemy .” 
Th e Air Force estimates Bl costs at a 
max imu m $11.1 billion. Th e congressmen 
said an estimate of $47.2 billion is more 


credible in v iew of swiftly rising cost 
ov erru ns. 
Wh en all related costs ov er th e nex t 
decade are added u p, th e report asserted, 
th e total cou ld reach $75 billion. 
Th at price tag wou ld inclu de, th e report 
said, a new tanker fleet needed to refu el 
th e Bl in fligh t; maintenance, repair and 
operation of th e Bl and th e tankers, and 
soph isticated gear stripped temporarily 
from th e Bl design becau se of rising costs. 
Casting dou bt on th e Bl’s ability ev er to 
perform its role, th e report added: “Th e 
cost of a new generation of manned 
strategic bombers and su pporting fleet of 
tankers is so staggering as to make th e 
qu estion 
of 
continu ing 
any 
strategic 
bomber program one of great national 
concern.” 
“Air Force cost projections are wish fu l 
th inking at best,” McGov ern said. “At 
worst th ey are dish onest ."

Start Water Rations 
In Southern Florida 


MIAMI (AP) — Water rationing h as 
taken effect in drou gh t-parch ed Sou th 
Florida and Gov . Reu bin Askew is con­ 
sidering a requ est to ban th e pu blic from 
th e tinder-dry , smoking Ev erglades. 
Joh n Beth ea, director of th e state 
div ision of forestry , asked th e gov ernor 
Tu esday for a law banning ev ery one bu t 
land owners and th ose with essential 
bu siness 
from 
th e 
th ree-million-acre 
wilderness of sawgrass and timber. 


State officials say 7,366 fires h av e 
blackened 560,518 acres in Sou th Florida 
th is y ear, many of th em cau sed by careless 
campers du ring th e state’s record-breaking 
drou gh t. 
“One of th e main cau ses of fire is th e 
tremendou s nu mber of swamp bu ggies and 
people in th ere,” Beth ea said. He said two 
major fires in Collier Cou nty ov er th e 
weekend were traced to a h u nting camp 
and a swamp bu ggy . 


Askew said h e wou ld giv e seriou s 
considering to Beth ea’s proposal. 
“I want to ex plore th e ramifications of it 
before I make su ch a requ est to th e 
legislatu re, becau se it’s a v ery drastic ac­ 
tion,” h e said. “To my knowledge, it’s 
nev er been done before.” 


Th e National Weath er Serv ice said th e 
drou gh t h as become th e worst in state’s 
h istory . Only 2.04 inch es of rain h av e fallen 
on Sou th Florida in th e past six month s, 
compared with a prev iou s record low of 
sligh tly more th an six inch es in 1946-47. 


An eigh t-cou nty area in Sou th ’ and 
Central Florida h as been placed u nder 
water restrictions wh ich inclu de bans on 
lawn watering and car wash ing. 


Garrett Sloan, director of th e Miami 
Water Department, said people apparently 
were obey ing th e water-restriction regu ­ 
lations.

Suspend Trading in U.S. Dollars 


FRANKFURT, 
Germany (AP) - The 
g o v ernment banks o f West Germany and 
fo ur o ther natio ns suspended trade in 
do llars to day , try ing to check speculato rs 
who are swapping American currency for 
West German marks in ex pectatio n the 
mark will be rev alued upward, 
Internatio nal 
mo netary 
autho rities 
beg an co nsulting o n way s to stem the 
flow 
o f U.S. do llars to Euro pe, creating the 
wo ret Euro pean financial crisis since 1969 
One way to st<^ this is to rev ise upward 
the v alue o f the mark, and this may be 
co nsidered at a meeting o f the West 
German Cabinet in Bo nn o n Friday . 
The U.S. Treasury was ready to help. The 
g o v ernment wUl o ffer special securities fo r 
purchase by ho lders o f do llars in Euro pe, 
thus so aking up ex cess American currency 
“ As necessary , the United SUtes is 
prepared to raise addiUo nal funds in the 
Euro do llar market and to assist with ap­ 
pro priate inv estment o utlets fo r fo reig n 
central banks,” Secretary o f the Treasury 
Jo hn B. Co nnally said in a statement. 
Info rmants in Lo ndo n said co nsultatio ns 


were already u nder way and th ey inv olv ed 
British , French , West German and oth er 
Eu ropean monetary au th orities and th e 
U.S. 
Federal 
Reserv e 
Sy stem 
in 
Wash ington. 
West Germany ’s 
Central Bank led off 
th e mov ement. Gov ernment banks of 
Switzerland, th e Neth erlands, Au stria and 
Belgiu m followed. Some, inclu ding tl^ 
West German bank, h alted all trading in for­ 
eign cou ntries. Oth ers stopped dealing in 
marks. 
Karl 
Klaser, 
president 
of 
West 
Germany ’s Central Bank, said it was now 
u p to th e German gov ernment to decide 
h ow to ch eck th e massiv e influ x of dollars, 
wh ich is creating a monetary crisis in 
Eu rope bu t h as little effect in th e United 
States. 
A meeting of Ch ancellor Willy Brandt’s 
Cabinet was set for Friday to discu ss th e 
most seriou s international monetary crisis 
since th e 1969 rev alu ation of th e mark. 
Th ere was no official word on wh at th e 
measu res migh t be. One cou rse open to th e 
gov ernment wou ld be to let th e German 


mark in th e international money markets 
find its own lev el. Bankers estimate th is 
wou ld raise its v alu e in relation to th e 
dollar by 4 to 5 per cent. 
Anoth er possible cou rse was to fix th e 
mark’s parity at a rate h igh er th an th e 
present 27 U.S. cents. 
Eith er mov e wou ld make th e mark 
u nattractiv e to specu lators wh en trading 
resu mes and wou ld th u s steam th e inflow 
of dollars. 
In th e United States, some financial 
sou rces said th e Eu ropean crisis was not 
ex pected to h av e a great impact on th e 
dollar domestically or th e economy at th is 
time.

specu lativ e spree was a German problem 
for th e time being and th at it was u p to th at 
cou ntry to stop th e h eav y flow of doUarsi 
into Germany . 
Th e Bank of France continu ed to deal in 
dollars, bu t th e Paris money market and 
banks stopped trading in th e mark. 
Specu lators switch ed h u rriedly to th e 
London market, to sell th eir dollars and 


bu y marks, and th e Bank of England 
bou gh t dollars h eav ily to maintain th e 
v alu e of th e pou nd in relation to th e U S 
cu rrency . 
Th e dollar was qu oted in Paris at its 
floor, or interv ention lev el, of 5.5125 
francs. 
Some arrangements were made for 
tou rists. German commercial banks were 
selling u p to 1,000 marks for dollars One 
Swiss bank refu sed to accept dollars or 
dollar trav eler’s ch ecks; th e American 
Ex press in Genev a was ex ch anging u p to

sands of aliens illegally in the 
United States are holding jobs 
or 
receiv ing 
u nemploy ment 
compensation and other federal 
benefits, the chairman of the 
Hou se 
immigration 
su bcom­ 
mittee said today . 
Rep Peter W Rodino Jr . D- 
N .I., said the flocx l of illegal 
aliens is aggrav ating the u nem­ 
ploy ment situ ation and helping 
to depress wages. 


In many in.stances, he said, 
aliens 
are 
being 
aided 
by 
Americans who hire them at 
su bstandard wages. 
In remarks prepared for the 
opening of hearings on admis­ 
sion of aliens into the United 
States, Rodino presented sev ­ 
eral ex amples of foreigners 
working illegally . 
In one case, he said, a man 
who entered the cou ntry illegal­ 
ly is receiv ing a $6 9 .50 weekly 


training pay ment from the fed­ 
eral gov ernment to attend a 
welding school 
He said another, who sav ed 
$6 ,000 du ring illegal employ ­ 
ment as a meatcu tter, is being 
paid $6 9 a week in u nemploy ­ 
ment compensation Still anoth­ 
er, he said, after working ille­ 
gally for more than a y ear as a 
machine operator, is receiv ing 
$55 a week from the gov ern­ 
ment while attending an elec­ 


tronics training cou rse. 
“It is no wonder," said Ro­ 
dino, “that aliens su rreptitiou s­ 
ly cross ou r borders withou t in­ 
spection and misrepresent their 
tru e pu rpose when apply ing for. 
v isitors’ v isas” 
Rodino said a major cau se of 
the problem is inability of the 
Immigration and Natu ralization 
Serv ice to keep track of aliens, 
du e mainly to a personnel 
shortage. 


Another factor, he said, is the 
conniv ance of American em­ 
ploy ers in hiring illepl aliens 
either as domestic serv ants or 
for jobs at low wages; 


Rodino said thefe also ap­ 
pears to be a lack q< coopera­ 
tion between the Immigration 
and Natu ralization Serv ice and 
other federal agencies in identi­ 
fy ing aliens participating in gov ­ 
ernment-sponsored programs

Renewed European Tensions

Europe, which has been rela­ 
tively free of extreme inter­ 
national tension recently, may 
be headed for a new round of it 
because of the departure from 
power of East Germany’s du­ 
rable old Communist boss, Wal­ 
ter Ulbricht. 


The frontier of East and West 
Germany, along with divided 
Berlin, is the one place in the 
world where American and So­ 
viet power are in direct con­ 
frontation. and neither appears 
to relish the possibilities. Each 
would like to ease the worry. 


Now, however, the implica­ 
tions of the political change in 
East Berlin can be enough to 
explode any notions the Ameri- 


cans might have had about sub­ 
stantial withdrawal of military 
forces from the heart of Eu­ 
rope. There is reason to suspect 
that the outbreak of peace be­ 
tween the Germanys has been 
appreciably deferred. 


Ulbricht, 
though 
he 
had 
grumbled about West Germany 
to the point of becoming a nui­ 
sance to Moscow, was at the 
same time Moscow’s unswerv­ 
ing servant who would act as 
Moscow wanted him to act and 
be obliged to forget about any 
real reward in the form of fur­ 
thering his own party’s ambi­ 
tions. 


Now nearing 78. Ulbricht has 
been moved aside for a tough­ 
er. younger man, Erich Hone- 
cker, reputed to be a granite 
hard-liner. To those who follow 


these things closely, this shat­ 
ters hopes that East and West 
Germany can agree about such 
things as the status of Berlin 
and the movement of goods and 
people back and forth across 
the German frontiers. 
That in turn is bad news for 
West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt’s hopes that the treaties 
he has worked out with the So­ 
viet Union and Poland will be 
ratified in Bonn. There will be 
even more suspicion of Eastern 
intentions now that Honecker is 
in control of the East German 
Communists. 
The Russians hurried—it ap­ 
peared even to be unseemly 
hurry—to assure the world that 
they wholly endorsed the East 
German change, but the shift 
probably is a blow to the Krem­ 
lin, too.

Hard Tone Reappearing

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
hardening of official tone and 
attitude appears developing in 
Washington and Peking despite 
the goodwill generated during 
last month’s visit of an Ameri­ 
can table-tennis team to main­ 
land China.

Declaring the Chinese people 
will never permit the U.S. gov­ 
ernment to plot a “ two-China" 
or “ one China, one Taiwan" so­ 
lution, the broadcast added: 
“When and how the Chinese 
people liberate Taiwan is en­ 
tirely China’s internal affair, 
and no foreign country what­ 
soever has any right to in­ 
terfere.” 
Meanwhile. Asst. Secretary of 
State Marshall Green told a 
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congressional committee on for­ 
eign aid: 
“We are faced with a main­ 
land China which, whatever its 
latest 
welcome 
degree 
of 
seemingly greater flexibility in 
international affairs, has pre 
sumably not abandoned its bas­ 
ic objectives of greater domi­ 
nance over free East Asian 
countries." 
Among some professional dip­ 
lomats the word “euphoria ” 
has cropped up to describe the 
rosy hopes for better U.S.-Chi­ 
nese relations 
According to one high po­ 
licymaker, “What we are .say­ 
ing is that we are realistic and 
not so euphoric as to think we 
can change their objectives.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My son was 
born 
with 
an 
undescended 
testicle. He is now nine years 
old. If it does not descend 
completely, 
what 
is 
your 
recommended treatment and at 
what age should it be started'’ 


Dear Reader — I take it from 
your comments that you mean 
the testicle has not descended 
into the scrotum. The time to 
do something about your son’s 
problem is now. 
Before birth, the testes are 
located in the abdominal cavity. 
About the time of birth, or 
shortly thereafter, the testicles 
descend through an opening in 
the lower part of the abdominal 
wall, into the scrotal sac. It is 
this opening in the abdominal 
wall for the passage of the 
testes, 
that 
makes a 
man 
susceptible to hernias. The 
membranes 
and 
muscles 
guarding this opening weaken 
and 
a 
loop 
of 
intestine 
protrudes along the same canal 
used for the descent of the 
testicles. 


To Blame 
Loss On 


Senate 


JEFFER SO N Q TY (AP) - 
If Missouri loses $180 million in 
federal 
welfare 
assistance. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes said 
Tuesday it is the fault of the 
Senate and he will call for a 
special session. 
“ If inaction of the Senate in 
passing a measure to provide 
home health services,” the gov­ 
ernor said, “ causes Missouri to 
lost its federal welfare assist­ 
ance, I’d have no alternative 
but to call a special session.” 
“ The responsibility is strictly 
in the Senate’s hands.” 
Hearnes called for enactment 
of legislation this session to put 
Missouri in compliance with 
federal rules and regulations 
concerning welfare. 
An emergency appropriation 
measure, he said, has placed 
Missouri in line with Medicaid 
requirements, but home health 
care is not. 
A hearing examiner for the 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department in Washington said 
Monday, Missouri stands to 
lose $180 million because of its 
failure to comply with federal 
rules. No final decision has 
been made by HEW. 
Home health care is a provi­ 
sion for indigents to receive 
care in their hom^s instead of 
being 
sent 
to 
professional 
nursing homes or hospitals. It 
further provides for determin­ 
ing mental or physical defects 
through screening youngsters 
under the Aid to Dependent 
Children program. 
Missouri does not provide this 
service but a proposal defeated 
by the Senate would have 
added such a provision to the 
welfare laws. TTie Senate killed 
the bill after opponents said 
they were tired of bowing to 
federal requirements.

sperm

pregnancy possible. The other 
functions of the testicles may 
remain intact, providing normal 
masculinity of the individual in 
all other respects. The testicles 
should be in the scrotal sac 
before puberty is very far 
advanced to prevent sterility. 
The 
increased 
body 
temperature seems to be a main 
factor 
preventing 
normal 
development. The scrotal sac 
helps control the temperature 
of the testicles by lowering or 
raising them closer to the body. 
When it is cold the muscles 
contract and the testicles are 
warmed and when it’s hot they 
relax, letting the testicles cool 
— at least this was true before 
support underwear. 
An undescended testicle is 
sometimes a site of malignancy, 
although this is rare. I would 
suggest that you have your son 
examined as soon as possible 
and. on your doctor’s advice, 
proceed with the proper form of 
therapy without any further 
delay.

is supposed to feel in his contra­ 
dictory life of imprisonment and 
freedom in a federal program 
called Project Newgate 
For Dan and prisoners at four 
other p«»nal institutions in the 
country. Newgate means books 
and study rather than just doing 
time in prison 


Newgate’s philosophy is inte­ 
gration 
back 
into 
s(xiety 
through education It not only 
supports study behind prison 
walls, but also promises an ear­ 
ly parole and an opportunity for 
a college degree when a man 
leaves 
Dan and two other inmates 
there study at the community 
college 
under the program 
Thirty-nine other young men do 
full-time college work within the 
institution with no interruption 
to their .studies. 
Pnsoners in the program live 
in the “Holiday Inn, " a n;ime 
given by inmates to a modern, 
minimum security prison build 
mg 
For Dan it has meant a high 
school diploma and 27 hours of 
college 
work aerredittd 
by 
Morehead 
State 
Cniversity, 
through which the program in­ 
side the institution is channeled 


Now Dan is studying at the 
community college under New­ 
gate 
For Dick and Bob. two con­ 
victed marijuana peddlers in 
their early 20s. Newgate provid­ 
ed 30 hours of college credit 
each, early parole, enrollment 
at nearby Marshall University 
in Huntington, W Va.. and sub­ 
stantial financial assistance. 
After the parole board grant­ 
ed their release. Dick and Bob 
were taken on a shopping trip to 
get new clothes and meet their 
parole officer 
Newgate pays 
$1.50 for each participant's new 
clothes 
It also arranges for 
payment of tuition and books 
and will give up to $200 a month 
in living expeases 
“ Newgate keeps you from 
being bitter.” Bob said the day 
before his release. “ It motivates 
you to do something success­ 
ful " 


Dick and Bob, both straight-A 
students in jail, wilt be contact­ 
ed by a Newgate field worker 
each month or so to make sure 
the release plan became opera­ 
tional and thiit they are staying 
out of trouble. 
Newgate was initiated in 1%7 
at Oregon State Penitentiary, a 
maximum 
seeunty 
prison. 
Three of the first participants 
have graduated from college 
and five more are expected to 
get degrees this summer 


The program grew out of Up­ 
ward Bound, a fedenil project 
designed to offer educational op­ 
portunities to the underprivi­ 
leged and members of lower so­ 
cio-economic groups. 


A similar program was devel­ 
oped by the Office of T>onomie 
Opportunity to motivate prison 
inmates toward continued edu­ 
cational participation

Scenic Rivers Bill 
Waits Out Session 


The only remaining scenic rivers 
biU 
in 
the 
Missouri 
General 
Assembly is dying a slow death in 
Senate committee. 
Senate Bill 341, introduced by 
Sen. Ike Skelton and later amended 
by 
him 
to 
hopefully 
placate 
landowners, recently met the same 
renewed opposition at a hearing of 
Senator Skelton’s committee on 
Public 
Health, 
Welfare 
and 
Environment. 
At 
that 
hearing 
landowners 
expressed 
almost 
as 
much 
opposition as they had to earlier 
biUs, even though the substitute 
bill had been stripped of two 
sections that prompted most of the 
original outcries. 
The revised bill provided for 
voluntary agreements on the part 
of 
landowners 
to 
preserve 
Missouri’s 
scenic 
rivers, 
and 
changed the administration of the 
program from the Department of 
Conservation to a bipartisan six- 
man commission. 
But still the same old blind 
opposition: the Show-Me Heritage 
Association, the NFO, etc. The 
powerful Missouri Farm Bureau 
weighed in against the bill again, 
while 
the 
Missouri 
Farmers 
Association dropped its opposition 
after the bill was revised. 
This 
relentless 
antipathy 
of 
landowners and farmers groups 
(after many had indicated they 
would be willing to support a 
reasonable bill) suggests that NO 


scenic rivers legislation is going to 
meet with their approval. Indeed, 
the Coaservation F’ederation of 
Missouri believes that some other 
approach to preserving Missouri’s 
wild rivers must be tried. 


Such an approach could involve 
trying 
to 
get 
more 
Missouri 
streams included ip the federal 
Wild Rivers System, which now 
takes in only parts of the Eleven 
Point and Jack’s Forks Rivers. No 
doubt if this were achieved, the 
same interests who have defeated a 
state scenic rivers system would 
scream “ federal takeover.’’ 
Needless to say, it would be 
much preferred if Missourians, 
citizens and legislators alike, had 
the 
vision 
and 
the 
sense 
of 
responsibility to preserve their own 
rivers, without surrendering that 
prerogative 
to 
the 
federal 
government. 


But, alas, that is evidently not to 
be. Instead we see pressure groups 
and vested interests sabotaging 
every attempt to get scenic rivers 
legislation—even 
watered 
down 
versions—through 
the 
General 
Assembly. Many observers are 
convinced that there are numerous 
individual farmers and landowners 
who would cooperate in protecting 
these rivers, but are hesitant to 
speak up in the supercharged 
atmosphere that has been created. 


None, however, will escape the 
judgment of posterity if Missouri’s 
river heritage is allowed to be lost.

— A Royal Laotian 
prince and the Laotian army commander 
have now been identified as the principal 
traffickers in the heroin used by U S 
troops in South Vietnam. 


F u r th e r m o r e , 
a 
c o n g r e ss io n a l 
investigation has confirmed our earlier 
allegations that the Central Intelligence 
Agency is involved in the Laotian heroin 
operations. 


The investigation was made by Rep. Bob 
Steele, I> Conn., and Rep. Morgan Murphy, 
LFIll., both members of the House Foreign 
Aff-'irs Committee. 


Steele is preparing a report that will 
allege (TIA “ Air America” aircraft have 
been u.sed to transport the drug from 
Northern Laos into the capital city of 
Vientiane. 


It .says, however, there is no evidence 
that the CIA had any official policy of 
letting its planes be used to move the 
drugs. Furthermore, it adds that the 
agency has now cracked down on the 
practice. 


According to the draft report, prepared 
by Steele for the House F'oreign Affairs 
Chairman Tom Morgan, D-Pa., the deadly 
drug is transported from opium fields in 
Laos to the battlefields of South Vietnam in 
the following manner; 


First the raw opium is hauled from deep 
in Northern Laos through Burma and into 
the Laotian town of Ban Bouei Sai, with 
former Nationalist Chinese soldiers-turned* 
drug smugglers riding shotgun on the 
shipments.

With 
Vietnamese 
custom

looking the other way, the heroin passes 
into illicit channels. The congressman 
identifies South Vietnamese Premier Tran 
Thien Kheim as the man behind the 
corruption of the customs agents, but they 
stop short of calling him an outright 
trafficker. 


The angriest language in Steele’s draft 
report is reserved for II.S. diplomats who 
have failed to use their leverage against 
such men as Rathikoun and Prince Boun 
Oun to get the drug traffic cut off at its 
source. 


Steele points out that in Turkey some 
prioress has been made, although slowly, 
through diplomatic channels to cut off the 
flow of heroin to the U.S.

American ex-GIs and deserters, assisted by 
corrupt Thai officials, are beginning to 
move huge quantities of heroin into the 
U.S. to replace the Turkish supply.

Men’s Wear 
Industry 
Is Hurting

NEW YORK (AP) — If you have a friend 
who sells men’s clothing you probably 
know by now that you shouldn’t ask him 
“ How’s business’’ ” The question invites a 
long tale of woe. beginning with “ Awful.” 


Business is bad in communities of all 
sizes, 
but the metropolitan areas have 
been hit the worst. 


Statistics really don’t tell the rather 
incredible tale, the ingredients of which 
include greed, hardworking Orientals and 
customer dropouts, but they do give a 
measure of the disaster; 


For more than a decade sales of men’s 
suits had stabilized at 19 to 21 million a 
year. In 1969 the figure was close to 21 mil­ 
lion. Last year sales totaled 16 million. 


The irony of the slump is that it came at 
precisely the time when the industry 
believed it had broken out of the strait- 
jacket via the high-fashion route. 


“ This industry got carried away by its 
own definition of fashion.” said Don 
DeBolt, executive director of the Mens- 
wear Retailers of America. Wider lapels, 
double-breasted 
models 
and 
various 
innovations emerged from cutting rooms. 


The first ventures at changing styles 
were accepted quickly and then, as DeBolt 
describes it. “ Everyone jumped in with 
both feet. ” Ruefully he added; “ Some 
drowned.” 


“ They thought they 
had discovered 
Detroit’s trick of different styling each 
year. F'ashion was to be the answer to 
their production problems.” he said. 


Overlooked was the fact that they were 
dealing with a small percentage of the 
market that really did want fashion, but De- 
Bdlt says. “ The gut of the market was 
confused by it.” 


Not only did they resist fashion charges 
but they rebelled against the accompanying 
higher price tags. 


At the very same time the bottom 
dropped out of the so-called consumer 
confidence indexes. People became wary 
of spending for any reason, and unessential 
purchases were postponed. That included 
the old man’s suit. 


In the past, a manufacturer could hold 
over his suits for another year. But with 
much of the inventory in high fashion 
styling, shoppers would quickly be tipped 
off that the product was old. 


If this wasn’t enough there developed the 
problem of the itinerant peddler who 
moved through the countryside, stopping 
at hotels and advertising Hong Kong- 
tailored suits at low. low prices. 


Greatly 
irritating 
clothiers 
is 
their 
estimate that Hong Kong tailors have 
increased American sales to 3 to 5 million 
suits a year, a figure which almost tallies 
with what they have lost.

The Calley Story— I V 
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Official Report Claimed My Lai Sweep Planned 


By ARTHUR EVERETT and

There was an official report of 
that day at My Lai 4. This was 
Lt. (!ol. Barker's confidential 
combat action report, dated 
March 28. It was in marked con­ 
trast with what came to be 
known of this small place in a 
small war. Barker wrote of the 
artillery barrage preceding the 
arrival of Charlie Company and 
said it ‘resulted in 68 VC KIAs 
(killed in action)." 
He wrote that "all casualties 
requiring evacuation were re­ 
moved from the area by heli­ 
copters including wounded VC 
and some of their civilian sup­ 
porters ’ 
And he wrote: “This opera­ 
tion was well planned, well exe­ 
cuted and successful. Friendly 
casualties were light and the en­ 
emy suffered heavily On this 
operation the civilian population 
supporting the VC in the area 
numbered approximately 200. 
This created a problem in popu­ 
lation control and medical care 
of those civilians caught in the 
fires of opposing forces. Howev­ 
er. the infantry unit on the 
ground and helicopters were 
able to assist civilians in leav­ 
ing the area and in caring for 
and-or evacuating the wound­ 
ed " 
Then he affixed his name. 
★ ★ ★ 


As the tropic undergrowth 
quickly obliterated the ruins of 
My Lai 4 it seemed its secret 
might 
remain buried 
there. 
There were those who knew, but 
some of it could be dismissed as 
barracks room gossip, and even 
if it was true, weren't Viet­ 
namese civilians being killed 
every day*’ By the bombs; by 
the artillery barrages. 
But too many people knew 
how they died. 
Calley's platoon knew Medi­ 
na's company knew. Thomp­ 
son's account had been relayed 
through his aviation company 
and battalion commanders to 
the division chief of staff, an as­ 
sistant division commander and 
to the commanding general. 
Barker and Henderson had their 
versions. 
The Census Grievance Com­ 
mittee at Quang Ngai, a South 
Vietnamese government agency 
that receives citizen complaints 
about government operations, 
received a report from one of its 
agents on March 18 alleging 
that 320 people were killed at 
My Lais 4 and 5. 
The chief of Son Tinh District 
advised the chief of Quapg Ngai 
Province on March 28 mat the 
casualties (in heavy firepower 
response to VC fire) offered the 
enemy a propaganda opportuni­ 
ty. He sent a second report 
April 11 that on March 16 at Son 
My 490 people were assembled, 
shot and killed, adding "al­ 
though the VC cannot be held 
blameless for their actions in 
the 16 March 1968 operation, the 
Americans in anger killed too 
many civilians ... really an 
atrocious attitude if it cannot be 
called an act of insane violence. 
Request you intervene on behalf 
of the people." 
★ ★ ★ 
Clearly, there was widespread 
knowledge that something hap­ 
pened in My Lai. But it went no 
further that spring of 1968. And 
the House investigating subcom­ 
mittee was to note later that; 
"A conspicuous and intriguing 
fact," of the accounts within the 
Americal Division, ‘‘is that none 
of them was reduced to writing 
or, if they were, no evidence of 
written reports could be located 
in searches of unit files conduct­ 
ed during 1969 and 1970. Maj. 
Gen. Koster, the commanding 
general of Americal Division, 
should have reported the allega­ 
tion to 3rd Marine Amphibious 
Force Headquarters (his control 
command) and to Headquar­ 
ters, U.S. Army Vietnam. There 
is no evidence that he formally 
reported to either of these head­ 
quarters ... When interrogated 
about his failure to report the 
incident, Gen. Koster said that 


he believed that, since the 
investigation demonstrated his 
troops were not at fault, he had 
no obligation to report the alle­ 
gation to higher headquarters" 


The House subcommittee also 
noted; ‘‘The most damning evi­ 
dence that there was a con­ 
scious effort to suppress evi­ 
dence was the disappearance of 
documents from the files of U.S. 
organizations 
between 
early 
1968 and mid-1969. Army investi­ 
gators were unable to find any 
correspondence or reports of 
investigations at Americal Divi­ 
sion headquarters; they also 
were unable to locate such docu­ 
ments in the files of the 11th 
Brigade 
the unexplained 
disappearance of so many docu­ 
ments from the files of so many 
different U.S. units can hardly 
be attributed to coincidence" 


★ ★ ★ 


In early May 1968, a formal 
investigation was requested by 
Koster and Henderson assigned 
Barker, the task force com­ 
mander, to conduct it. Hender­ 
son told the subcommittee he 
saw a completed report, about 
three or four pages long with 
about 15 or 20 statements at­ 
tached. Koster, too. recalls the 
report. But, the subcommittee 
found, ‘‘except for the state­ 
ments of Gen. Koster and Col. 
Henderson, there is not a shred 
of evidence to support the claim 
that an investigation was con­ 
ducted by Lt. Col. Barker." 
Henderson and Koster recalled 
the names of some of the people 
who signed the statement; all of 
them denied being interviewed 
by the colonel or of even being 
aware he was involved in an in­ 
quiry. No trace of Barker's re­ 
port could be found, no order to 
Barker was located. “On the ba­ 
sis of the evidence, " the sub­ 
committee said, 
“the Barker 
investigation and his report ap­ 
pear to be a figment of the im­ 
agination of those officers." 


Barker did issue his one re­ 
port, however—the after-action 
summary that every unit com­ 
mander makes. 


As results, the Barker report 
listed; Enemy losses—128 killed 
in action, 11 VC sympathizers 
captured; friendly losses—two 
Americans killed in action, 11 
Americans wounded. 


But, like a drowned corpse 
that eventually washes up on 
shore. My Lai's story finally 
surfaced. It was a letter from 
Arizona, a rather formal mis­ 
sive that began respectfully; 
“Gentlemen: . . . " Some of the 
addressees never read it, but 
enough did. My Lai's secret was 
out. The man who wrote it was 
a Vietnam veteran named Ron 
Ridenhour. Something had been 
deeply troubling him, so much 
so that he had done some inves­ 
tigating on his own, so much so 
that he thought proper authority 
should 
know 
what 
he 
had 
learned on his own about My 
Lai 4. 


Ridenhour had been in Viet­ 
nam awaiting transfer to anoth­ 
er unit and ran into another sol 
dier who had just left Charlie, 
Company. Their chance conver­ 
sation did what nothing else had 
done. Ridenhour sought out oth­ 
ers of Charlie Company, and 
their stories corroborated each 
other.

Seymour M. Hersh, a former 
Associated Press Pentagon cor­ 
respondent who won the Pulitz­ 
er Prize and a special George 
Polk Memorial Award for his 
aggressive and detailed public 
disclosure of the massacre, told 
about it in his book, "M y Lai 
4:" 


‘‘Ridenhour was di.scharged 
and returned to Phoenix in ear­ 
ly December 1968. intent on 
doing 
something 
about 
the 
shootings at My Lai 4. 
. 
He 
kept his outrage to himself. But 
I wanted to get those people,' 
Ridenhour said. ‘I wanted to re­ 
veal what they did My God. 
when I first came home. I would 
tell my friends about this and 
cry—literally cry’. As far as I 
was concerned, it was a reflec­ 
tion on me. on every American, 
on the ideals that we supposedly 
represent. It completely castrat­ 
ed the whole picture of Ameri­ 
ca.' 
★ ★ ★ 
"Those to whom he talked 
urged him not to report it, not to 
turn in his buddies, not to help 
the enemy. 
Forget about it,' 
one friend said, if you know 
what’s good for you and Ameri­ 
ca.’ 
"He turned now to Arthur A 
Orman, one of his former high 
school teachers who had also 
taught him creative writing dur­ 
ing the one year he attended 
Phoenix College before getting 
drafted. 
Together they drafted the let­ 
ter that turned secrecy into can­ 
dor. that started the chain of

events th;d put Calley, the 
Army and perhaps the nation on 
trial. 
Ridenhour sent 30 copies of 
his letter in all. As it turned out 
two would have been enough. 
One of those letters went to 
President Nixon by registered 
mail, others to Washington con­ 
gressmen and departments. 
Twenty-two of the addres.sees 
said they never saw the letter. 
The chaplain of the House ig­ 
nored it. Five congressmen for­ 
warded it routinely to the De­ 
partment of the Army. Only 
Reps. Morris K. Udall and Men­ 
del Rivers, chairman of the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee, 
took an interest. 
Rivers, who died in December 
1970 while the Calley trial was 
under way, received 
Riden- 
hour’s letter on April 4, 1969, a 
Friday, and sent it to the De­ 
partment of the Army the fol­ 
lowing Monday with a request 
that the allegations be investi­ 
gated. On April 10. the Army 
advised Rivers that a report 
had been requested from the 
commanding 
general. 
U.S. 
Army Vietnam, and on April 24 
another letter told the commit­ 
tee chairman the investigation 
was being transferred to the in­ 


spector general for action, but 
that it would take time 
Udall had sent his copy of the 
letter to Rivers on April 4. be­ 
cause—as an aide told Seymour 
Hersh— “It just had a ring to it. 
furthermore he was an Arizo- 
riiin" Udall recalled to Hersh: 
"It's funny. I think if both of us 
hiid said. Oh, wluit the hell, just 
another crackpot letter’ there 
might have been a whitewash of 
this at Defense" The Arizona 
congressman also wrote to Sec­ 
retary of Defease Melvin Laird.

Col William V, Wilson of the 
Office of the laspector General 
was assigned the case and the 
first person he interviewed was 
Ridenhour. F'rom there his trav­ 
els took him and other Army in­ 
vestigators to members of task 
Force Barker scattered across 
the country and those still in 
Vietnam One still in Vietnam 
was William Calley. 
He was summoned to division 
headquarters in May and told 
he was being reassigned to Ft. 
McLellan. Ala. He was back in 
the United States on June 6. "At 
the inspector general’s office in 
Washington. D C ," Calley said. 
“I believe it was on June 10th, 1 
was advised of my rights and I 


might possibly stand charges 
for murder ” 
On Sept. 5.1969, the Army ad­ 
vised Rivers that, while its 
investigation was continuing, 
charges would be preferred 
agaiast Calley the following 
day At the same time, the in­ 
formation officer at Ft 
Ben- 
ning, Ga. had this announce­ 
ment: 
"ILt William L. Calley Jr is 
being retained on active duty 
beyond his normal release date 
becau.se 
of an 
investigation 
being conducted under Article 
32 of the Uniform Code of M ili­ 
tary Justice. Lt 
Calley. who 
was to have been separated 
from the Army on 6 Sep 69 is 
charged with violation of Article 
118, murder, for offenses al­ 
legedly committed against civil­ 
ians while serving in Vietnam in 
March 1968 " 
Article 32 is the equivalent of 
a grand jury proce«'ding 
No 
mention was made thiit the 
Army had lodged six specifica­ 
tions agaiast Calley. accusing 
him of murdering 109 person.s 
Later, the killings of groups of 
four and three were dropped, 
leaving Calley accu.sed of 102 
executions, by his hiind or or­ 
der. 


The AsstK’iated Press carried 
a six-paragraph story and made 
futile inquiries for further de- 
Uiils at Ft. Benning and the 
Pentagon. The story appeared 
routinely in newspapers across 
the country but received no 
prominence. Five days later, 
Robert GoraLski, NBC Pentagon 
correspondent, had a brief item 
on the network's evening news 
program, saying that the Army 
was investigating a possible 
number of similar cases. Some 
newspapers attempted to follow 
up the story with equal lack of 
success 
But Hersh. doing a research 
for a book on the Pentagon, fol­ 
lowed up a tip he rei'eived on 
Oct 22 He talked with Calley’s 
lawTer, George W l^timer, a 
week later and on Nov 11 inter­ 
viewed Calley 
“He told me. " Hersh wrote in 
"M y Lai 4." "a little bit about 
the operation, he also told me 
how many people he had been 
accused of killing 1 flew back to 
Washington the next day and 
began to write my story 1 did it 
somewhat h e s i t a n t l y , my 
thought being that Calley. per- 
hiips, was as much of a victim 
as those infants he and his men 
murdered at Mv I,ai 4"

SAN FRANCISCO (AP> 
Women heroin addicts may 
save their babies from most of 
the physical agony of withdraw­ 
al by submitting to methadone 
treatment during pregnancy, a 
medical specialist reports 
Babies born to 22 women in a 
control group that took meth­ 
adone avoided most of the se­ 
vere withdrawal symptoms that 
affected infants of 21 women 
studied who did not receive the 
synthetic drug. Dr James F 
Conniiughton Jr said Monday 
Infants of untreated addict 
mothers suffered convulsions, 
p r o t r a c t e d 
shrill crying, 
diarrhea, slet'plessness, regu­ 
rgitation, hyp<*rtension, frantic 


tist-sucking and other symp­ 
toms, Connaughton told a six 
day meeting of the Amencan 
College of Obstetricians and 
(iynecologists. 
Connaughton is a resident in 
obstetrics and gynecology at 
Philadelphia General Hospital, 
which last September op«*ned a 
methadone clinic offering pre­ 
natal care as well as therapy to 
addicted patients 
“ The comprehensive ruiture 
of the care Kis markedly di­ 
minished many of the serious 
complications of pregnancy,” 
for the 22 treated women, Con­ 
naughton said 
Addicts not already being 
treated are admitted to the 


methadone m;iintenance pro 
gram and receive about 10 mil­ 
ligrams of methadone each day 
for each bag of heroin pre­ 
viously u.sc'd daily A moderate 
habit requires about 20 milli­ 
grams of methadone a day, he 
said 
('onnaughton said published 
research shows a death rate of 
50 of 93 p<*r cent for infants of 
addict mothers 


Ten babies in the untreated 
group suffered severe with­ 
drawal and all but two required 
withdrawal therapy for at least 
10 days he said 


In the treated group, eight re­ 
quired no therapv and 14 suf- 


fered mild or moderate with­ 
drawal 
F'our infants in the treated 
group had severe symptoms, 
but their mothers were women 
with large habits who admitted 
to secret use of heroin within 
threp days prior to delivery, he

Agriculture Department says 
dairy farmers can look forward 
to another record year of milk 
sales, but the latest report on 
farm expenses shows rising 
costs may bite deeply into any 
gains in net income. 
In a “ dairy situation" report 
issued Monday, the department 
said large milk output and 
higher prices will boost gross 
income for dairymen by at 
least the five per cent gain of 
1970. 
That would mean another 
record for dairy sales at the 
farm level, to about $6.825 bil 
lion, compared with $6.5 billion 
last year, according to USDA 
calculations. 
But a report issued last Fri­ 
day on farm product prices and 
expenses shows that dairymen, 
along with all other producers, 
are still caught in an upward 
spiral of operating costs. 
For the month ended April 
15. the earlier report said, av­ 
erage prices receive dipped one 
per cent while their costs 
jumped again, also by one per 
cent. 
That means that the histori­ 
cal parity indicators, showing a 
relationship between prices and 
costs, shrank during the month. 
Milk prices and costs illus­ 
trated what the parity situation 
means. 


The report issued Monday 
noted in March the department 
boosted its price support for 
manufacturing grade milk to 
$4 93 per hundredweight for the 
year begun April 1. compared 
with $4 66 the previous year 
Milk prices paid to farmers, 
generally, have been higher 
than the government support 
price, officials point out The 
March increase, according to 
the outlook report issued Mon­ 
day. “ will likely cause prices 
for all this year to average 4 to 
5 per cent above 1970" with the 
largest gains coming around 
midyear 
The latest report, however, 
shied away from predicting 
1971 net income for dairymen 
or, for that matter, even men­ 
tioning how production costs 
might increase this year 
Retail prices of dairy prod­ 
ucts rose 3.5 per cent during 
the first quarter from January- 
March last year, the situation 
report said 
The retail price increase of 
milk 
products 
was 
partly 
brought on in anticipation of 
higher price support, officials 
have anticipated And. partly 
as a result, consumption of 
dairy output dropped during the 
first quarter. However, the re­ 
port said, use for the remain­ 
der of 1971 may hold close to 
year-earlier levels.
